At the time of the tale recently 
by State A uditor Dunn, of stump 
ag** in this state there was some 
spirited bidding, and the advance in 
pine tim ber ha* b**en little short of 
remarkable as the record of r*cent 
t ransfers w ill show. 
It w ill lie remembered that J. J. 
Howe, of this city, at the time of the 
lag sale In an interview in St. Paul, 
stated th at should he decide to have 
an auction aale he would hire State 
Auditor 
Dunn. 
He 
believed 
the 
prices were way out of sight. 
But 
it is interesting to note the dif­ 
ference off opinion on the subject be 
tween the lumbermen of Northern 
Minnesota and the lumbermen who 
are short of pine, 


During the past week there have 
been several large timber land buyers 
through this vicinity but It is claim ­ 
ed that they were unable to touch 
any pine tract in Northern Minnesota 
at the prices offered. 
The buyers 
declare that there is not a foot of 
timber land left in the northern part 


of the state, unless owned by the 
government, upon which the owner 
has not placed a price that is almost 
prohib itive. 
Lumbermen claim that 
the pine has been over estimated and 
over price*!. 
One prominent W is­ 
consin buyer a few days ago is said 
to have offered 91.50 per thousand 
for the tim ber in a few scattered for­ 
ties in the inirthern ¡»art of this state, 
the tim lier on which is not very ac 
cessiMe, but the offer was prom ptly 


refused. 
The estim ated am ount of 
the timber was lfi,IKNI,l)00 feet. 
tin the other hand, the owners of 
tim lier claim that the m anufacturers 
have been saying the same thing of 
tin* tim lier in 
Northern Minnesota 
for the 
past 
five to eight years.

logs 
cheaper than they could buy the 
tim lier and log it. 
They did not

assum ption that the condition then 
prevailing would continue as long us 


they w anted it to. 
As 
the rise in 
price liegun they could not change 
their ideas to meet the changed con­ 
dition of affairs and hence, accord­ 
ing to the tim barmen, they have 
ever since been crying against the 
eiorhitant 'price placed on timber. 
The 
far sighted 
manufacturer» 
stepped in am) bought the timber 
when it was cheap and they are the 
ones that are reaping the great bene­ 
fit from the advance. 
The uiimber 
who did so, however, Is small. There 
are probably only two or three large 
tracts in the hand» of manufacturer» 
that were bought in that way. Home 
of the manufacturer» who neglected 
the golden opportunity, too, were 
men who had operated in Michigan, 
whose tim ber underwent practically 
the same evolution, 
They failed to 
profit by their experience. 
There art* men in Duluth today 
who have made fortunes buy mg tim ­ 
ber at prices that manufacturers dr* 
elared to la* enormous at the time 
they bought. 
The latter would be 
very glad to get the tim lier today at 
the prices they then looked upon a» 
eiborbitant.
